The government of Venezuela has 
formally proposed a great internatlon 
al conference In Washington to con- 
aider and revise ttie rules of interna- 
tional law regarding the rlglita of neu- 
tral nations in time of war. The Vene- 
zuelan proposal is one of the biggest 
and broadest that lias come oat of the 
feeling amons neatral nations gener- 
ally tiiat the war in Europe points the 
need for a dpfinite ilt'termination of 
neutral rights as affected by the oper- 
ation of belligerent nations and their 
cmlsers in a straggle Uke that now 
being fought in Europe. 

This proposal was submitted by Vea- 
eznela, through its minister in Woah- 
tigton. Dr. Santos A. Domtnld. to the 
governing board of the Pan-American 
anion. The governing board will refer 
the proposal to the special commission 
recently created upon motion of Dr. 
Bomalo 8. Naoti, tiie awibssasdor tnm 
Argentina, who acted <Ni lastrin lions 
from his government. 

What makes the Venezuelan project 
exceedingly important and farreaching 
Is the fact that it doea not limit the 
suggestion for such nn international 
conference to the twenty-one nations 
of North, South and Centnil America 
which have memtiership In the Pan- 
Aaaerteaa onion. The Venes u e la n Idea 
contemplates that the Washington con- 
ference shall embrace representatives 
from every one of the neutral nations, 
that all the neutral nations be invited 
to partlciiwtfe In the deHber atl e na and 
that the work of the Washington con- 
ference be submitted to a congress of 
all the nations, including not only 
those which are neutral, bat also those 
which are belligerents. 

General Andrade Author of Idea. 
The author of the foggestkm for this 
great conCnvnce of neo teals Is General 

Ignacio Andrade, who is now the min- 
ister of foreign affairs of Venezuela, 
who submitted the proposal on behalf 
of his government dfter conferring at 
Caracas with the leaffing statesmen of 
that country 

General Andrade was president of 
Venezuela twelve yean ass and Is a 
brother of Don Jose Andrade. who for 
some years was minister plenipoten- 
tiary and envoy extraordinsqr ftom 
V^enezueia in Washington. 

The written proposal of the Venezue- 
lan government is not to be made pub- 
lic until after it has been submitted to 
the special comiuissiou of the Pan- 
American union, wiiich was appointed 
several weeks ago bgr anaotaiioas vote 
of every American republic except 
Mexico with instructions to consider 
problems growing out of tbe war as 
affecting neutrals and to report recom- 
mendatkMM to the g ov e r ni ng board of 
the Pan-American union. 

Define Neutral Rights. 
The proposal points oat that neutral 

nations appear to be anxious to have 
their rights, as well as the new prob- 
lems affecting those lights, rsvlssd'and 
definitely detined. 

Dr. Dominici. the Venesoelan mipls- 
ter here, has been informally consult- 
ing with the members of the diplomatic 
corps from all neutral nations repre- 
sented In Washington and with those 
of neutral Baropean and Asiatic na- 
tions and fqnalntlng them with the 
details of the Andrade Idea for'tiie pro- 
posed "onforoccf .\s a result of these 
informal conversiitlons. diplomats rep- 
resenting the different E^uropean and 
other neutral nations have been con- 
snitlns their gove r nme n ts and Inform- 
ins thorn of the [ Ir-.n 

-Although diplomats rciirest nting neu- 
trals have only been discussing the mat- 
ter informally and can take no steps 
to Uod thdr govemmentB wKhovt In- 
stmctions from their foreign offices, the 
Venezuelan idea appears to have been 
received favoiabiy. 

It is not the purpose of the Venezue- 
lan government to seek to lay down 
new roles of international law or a neu 
tral made code that would be binding 
upon belligerents who were not repre- 
sented in the conference. The idea is 
that the neutrals shall first hotd their 
great conference in Washington and 
eonsider all the problems growing oat 
ef the war that affect them. The idea 
then is to reach an agreement aiodg 
definite lines as to what should be dom 
to clearly define the rli^ts of neotads.
